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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims1-1 1 and 16-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a method for transferring normal digital data and encrypted 
digital data. The sole independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct feature of 
" receiving said synchronous data at a receiving device, said encryption identification 
information received by said receiving device without encryption, and said receiving 
device via said asynchronous communication reouesting decrypting information for said 
actual data from a sending device sending said synchronous data, if said encryption 
identification indicates encrypted actual data ". The closest prior art, Heer (US 6028933), 
discloses a conventional system using a method for transferring encrypted synchronous 
data and obtaining decryption information via an asynchronous communication fails to 
anticipate or render the above underlined limitation obvious.
